case call a gigantic conspiracy to de- 
fraud, a warrant for the arrest of Miss 
A. L. Skelly, president of the Amer- 
ican Steel C@r Co., capitalized at $10,- 
000,000, has been issued. If Miss Skelly 
is arrested she will face a charge of 
operafing a confidence game. 

After the warrant was issued Miss 
Skelly could not be found at her of- 
fice, and her home was bolted, with 
the blinds drawn. Detectives who have 
been working on the case say that 
Miss Skelly’s operations rival the fren- 
zied financiering of Cassie Chadwick. 
who died recently in the Ohio State 
Penitentiary. 

The warrant for Miss Skelly was is- 
sued in Judge W. N. Gemmill’s court 
after the preliminary hearing in the 
case of John M. Armstrong, millionaire, 
former member of the city council, now 
a member of the firm of Armstrong and 
Evans, architects. The charge against 
Armstrong was similiar to that against 
Miss Skelly—the operaticn of a con- 
fidence game. 

The testimony indicated that Arm- 
strong was at the beck and call of the 
young woman promoter. Whether her 
operations really are of extensive scope 
or were. confined to her connection with 
the alleged fraudulent operation in ob- 
taining $6,000 from Charles H. Joy, 
president of the Holcomb Automatic 
Engine company, will be reveaied in the 
Lcontinuation .of :the Armstrong ‘hearing: 

Harriman and Hetty Green. 

When the hearing of the case was 
resumed today Charles H. Joy § dis- 
closed the fact that Miss Skelly had in- 
directly used the influence of E. H. 
Harriman and Hetty Green to promote 
her company, while~ never mentioning 
them by name. 

Joy said the woman was mysterious 
in everything. She gave him a penciled 
prospectus of her company, he said, re- 
ferring to it a# the “Blank Steel Car 
Co.’’ Confidentially, said Joy, she told 
him that ‘‘New York’s railroad wizard, 
who was building a railroad empire,”’ 
had taken $3,000,000 of the bonds of the 
company, and was going to take all the 
rolling stock the company could pro- 
duce. She assured him that the rail- 
road empire was the only thing in the 
country bigger than her concern. 

Further, Joy testified, Miss Skelly 
told him that Hetty Green, whose 
name she didn’t use, but whom she 
described unmistakably, was interested 
in the company. and had been associat- 
ed with Miss Skelly in many big deals. 
Joy described Miss Skelly as a “‘fe- 
male J. P. Morgan,” and said “she 
knows finance from beginning to end.” 
Armstrong testified that he gave Miss 
Skelly the $5000 he got from Joy after 
she had promised to sell $120,000 worth 
of securities in a few days and give 
him back the $5000 and $13,000 more. She 
disappeared shortly afterward. 

Has Eastern Backing. 

The American Steel Car company, of 
which Miss Skelly is president, is in- 
corporated and chartered under the laws 
of South Dakota. It is represented to 
be backed by Eastern capital. 

The operations of the big concerns, 
were disclosed. two weeks ago when 
Charles H. Joy filed charges of operat- 
ing a confidence game against Arm- 
strong. Armstrong was secretely placed 
under arrest. His bail was fixed at 
$2,000. A few days after his arrest, bond 
was provided by friends of Miss Skelly. 
The preliminary hearing to determine 
whether he should be held to the Grand 
jury was begun yesterday. 

Charles H. Joy testified that in Octo- 
ber, 1906, he loaned Mr. Armstrong 
$5000; that he accepted Mr. Armstrong’s 
note for the amount and took as col- 
lateral $5000 in shares of stock in the 
American Steel Car Co., an organiza- 
tion represented to Joy to be promoting 
the manufacture and sale of a new steel 
freight car. 

Renewed Note a Year. 

Joy testified that the note was paya- 
ble in 30 days. At the end of the period 
the time was extended. 

This lasted a year and on failure to 
receive dividends, Joy testified, he be- 
gan an investigation of the steel car 
proposition. 

He claims it was represented to him 
that the financia) stringency and the 
halt in railway. construction gave the 
$10,000,000 concern a setback. He saw 
no way to recover the money. The mat- 
ter was allowed to drag on for a year. 
Three weeks ago he determined to file 
charges of fraud. 

Miss Skelly is young and her persona! 
appearance is described as “dashing.”’

DENIES HIRING HUMMEL 
Senator’s Lawyers Resist Claim 
There Was Any Sort of 
Ceremony. 





NEW YORK, May 19.—Cross-examina- 
tion of Mae C. Wood, who is suing, as 
“Mae Catherine Wood Platt,” for dl- 
vorce from Thomas C. Platt, senior 
United States Senator from New York, 
Was resumed today. 

Attorney Stanchfield of counsel for 
Platt, continued his cross-examination 
of Miss Wood, questioning her about a 
release which she gave to Lawyer Ab- 
raham H. Hummel in 1903. In this she 
agreed to accept $10,000 in settlement of 
her claims against Platt. 

Miss Wood declared yesterday that 
this release was signed under duress, 
but said she accepted some of the mon- 
ey. 

Saaetienigh Miss Wood signed the re- 
lease, and declared in the accompany- 
ing’ affidavit fhat she gave the alleged 
Platt letters to Hummel as her attor- 
ney, she denied today that she retained 
Hummel as her counsel. 

Says She Sold Letters. 

She said she could have obtained $60,000 
for the letters. 7 

Miss Wood said today she was paid 
$7500 for the letters. She did not know 
where the money came from, she said. 

“Why didn't you take $50,000,” the law- 
yer asked. 

“T knew the crowd I was dealing with 
too well,’’ she replied. ‘I would never 
have got out of New York alive if I had 
taken that money.”’ 

Threats to Destroy Her. 

A letter written by Mae Wood to 
Hummel, in which she declared Platt 
had threatened to “destroy’’ her if she 
published what she knew about “his 
friend Mrs. Janeway,’’ was read during 
Miss Wood's cross-examination. 


“T don’t know how he is to destroy 
me; whether [I am to be murdered or 
put out of the way in some other man- 
ner,” she wrote. In the same letter 
she assured Hummel that he was the 
only man she could trust, and that he 
had always acted honorably with her. 
Wher this part of the letter was 
read, she laughed and said that she 
was trying to trap Hummel to get in- 
formation from him, but he was “too 


slick.’ 
On cross-examination yesterday after- 


noon Miss Wood said she is 42 years old, 
was born in Michigan, has been mar- 
ried and divorced, and has been a news- 
reaper repofter, a sthool teacher and a 
lawyer. 

She did newspaper work in Omaha, 
and was admitted to the bar in Nebras- 
ka. She last saw the Senator to speak 
to him_Aug. 18, 1903. 

Letters on His Side. 

Counsel for Mr. Piatt produced let- 
ters alleged to have been written to 
Miss Wood by the Senator. 

‘In one of thése letters, the Senator 
asked Miss Wood why she does not 
marry “Mr. Middieton,’’ and says he 
would like to see her marry before he 
“cashes in.” 

In another letter, the Senator took 
Miss Wood to task for writing about 
“Old Janeway,”’ told her that he knew 
all about Mrs. Janeway (whom he later 
married), and said Miss Wood was en- 
tirely wrong. 

Wouldn’t Marry Anyone, 
“I have no intention of marrying Mrs. 
Janeway or any other woman,” the let- 
ter continues.

But Union Station Attaches 
Are All Tangled Up 
Over Prize. 


EVERYBODY FOUND IT 


Linn Creek Man Lost Pail 
and Suitcase in 
Midway. 








The incentive of a reward of $10 of- 
fered by E. L. Liby of Linn Creek, 
Mo., for the recovery of a suitcase and 
a fishing bucket lost at Union Station, 
had the entire station police squad and 
several gatemen and attaches on the 
run Monday night .and. Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

The bucket and suitcase have been re- 
covered, but the reward has not been 
paid, on account of the conflicting 
claims of those who assisted in finding 
them. 

A policeman, a sergeant, a gateman 
and the station master all claim the 
reward. 

Liby left his property on the floor of 
the Midway Monday night, while he 
took a stroll with his brother, John Liby 
of 711 North Channing avenue. When 
he returned they had disappeared. Liby 
then informed Sergt. Meehan, in charge 
of the Union Station squad, that he 
would pay the reward. 

Still Hunt Begins. 

The Sergeant informed his men and 
they all went on a still hunt for the 
bucket and the suitcase. 

The disappearance of the articles had 
been caused by Gateman Joe Goesse. 
He saw them unguarded, he said, and 
fearing they would be stolen, he carried 
them into the office of Station Master 
Clifford. That is where Goesse’s claim 
On the reward comes in. 

The search of the policemen Monday 
night was vain. Tuesday morning it 
was resumed. Patrolman Finnell of the 
Central District was most thorough in 
the search. In the early morning, be- 
fore Stationmaster Clifford had arrived, 
he peered cautiously into his office and 
found the object of his search. 

With the fish bucket under one arm 
and the suitcase beneath the other, he 
rushed to police headquarters to lay his 
find before the Captain and put in his 
claim for the reward. 

Clifford Claims Reward.

_ JOHN A. JOHNSON ‘AS A TYPE. : 

It is only a question of time when a son of 
an immigrant will be nominated and elected to 
the presidency of the United States. Immigran‘s 
and their sons now constitute so large a propor- 
tion of the voters of the country that, soon or 
late, a man distinctly representative of that ele- 
ment is certain to come to the chfef magistracy. 

Highly significant in this connection is the fact 
that the first President not a member of the 
favored class in colonial days and ‘who came up 
from the ranks of the people was Andrew sa 
son, himself the son ol an immigrant. The Gues- 
tion for Americans to consider is: What sort of 
immigrant and what sort of son? 

Politically speaking, the most serious charge 
brought against many of our newc@Mmers of recent 
years is that they have little knowledge of and 
no sympathy with the American idea of a dual 
govereignty—a republic of republics, the states 
supreme in their sphere and the nation paramount 
in its own. Too many of them are centralizers 
because they have had no acquaintance with any 
other form of government. Even ‘Americans of 
long descent are out of patience with the sys- 
tem. 

Aside from his high character, one of the 
strongest reasons for recognizing in Gov.-Johnson 
an available candidaiec at this time is to be found 
in his intelligent devotion to the early Demo- 
cra‘ic doctrine of local self-government. His 
speeches on this subject show an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the fundamentals of American- 
ism.

United States are as vital toddy as they ever 
were and that at no other time was the observ- 
ance of the principles which they set forth more 
necessary to the welfare of the peorute.

Athletics Use Five Pitchers.

First Bar- 
ney Pelty was driven from the box by 
the slugging batsmen of the Philadel- 
phia team. Bill Dinneen was the next 
one to be run out. Then Criss went 
in and was wild. 

In five innings the Browns slammed 
the ball all over the field for 10 runa, 
and then Mack, after trying three 
twirlers, was successful in his fourth 
trial, and the batting of the Browns 
was cut off clean and cold. Those 10 
runs looked big enough to win three 
games, but the Browns twirlers could 
not stop the terrific onslaught of base 
hits and slowly but surely the Athletics 
crept up until in the eighth inning the 
ball bounced into the grandstand and 
let the runs come in and win the game 
for the home team.
